The  number  of  live  births  registered  to  residents  of 
the  distriot  was  132  (63  males  and  69  females)  which  gives  an 
ANNUAL  LIVE  BIRTH-RATE  of  17,92  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  Still  Births  was  4 (3  males  and  1 female) 
giving  a BIRTH-RATE  (Live  and  Still  Birth^  of  18.45  per  1000  of  the 
population. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  distriot 
was  66  (34  males  and  32  females)  whioh  is  equal  to  an  ANNUAL 
DEATH-RATE  (unoorreoted)  of  8.9  per  1000  of  the  population.

An  efficient  Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Horbury 
Urban  District  Council,  used  exclusively  for  the  removal  of 
Accidont,  Surgical  and  Maternity  cases  to  such  Institutions 
and  places  as  may  bo  necessary,  no  oharge  being  made  for  its 
use  to  permanent  residents  of  Horbury,  providing  a Medio al 
Certificate  is  produced  certifying  that  it  is  essential  that 
an  Ambulance  should  be  used  in  the  removal  of  the  person 
concerned. 

The  service  is  also  available  to  residents  of  the 
adjoining  districts  in  the  Rural  Area  at  a fixed  scale  of 
charges • 

During  the  Year  1943  the  Motor  Ambulance  has  been 
called  upon  to  raako  226  journeys  in  conveying  oases  to  and 
from  the  following  Institutions,  etc.  as  follows *-

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NURSING  In  the  HOMES. 

This  Urban  District  has  no  established  Institution  from 
whioh  the  servioes  of  professional  Niarses  can  be  obtained.  When 
Nurses  are  required  it  is  necessary  to  arrange  for  them  to  be  brought 
from  private  nursing  hemes  established  in  the  neighbouring  large  towns# 

There  is  however  in  the  district  a voluntary  soolety, . 

The  Horbury  District  Nursing  Association,  upheld  entirely  by  private 
subscriptions,  which  works  in  Close  co-operation  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Private  Practitioners. 

This  association  retains  the  whole-time  servioes  of  a 
fully  trained  Queens  Nurse,  who  upon  request  makes  daily  visits  to 
homes  in  cases  of  sickness  and  invalidity,  and  for  dressings  after 
Surgioal  operations,  etc# 

VENEREAL  DISEASE.#  - 

The  treatment  centre  for  Venereal  Disease  is  at  the 
Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

MATERNITY  and  CHILD  VJELFARE. 

The  Centre  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  (Consultation 
and  Treatment)  is  held  in  rooms  attached  to  the  House  of  Meroy, 
Northgate,  Horbury,  where  the  Medical  Offioer  of  Health,  Child  Welfare 
Nurse  and  a staff  of  voluntary  helpers  are  in  attendance  weekly# 

SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

The  examination  and  treatment  of  children  in  the  Day 
Sohools,  is  carried  out  at  the  schools  by  the  Medical  and  Dental 
Staffs  of  tho  County  Medical  Department. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Staff  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  County  Medical  Offioer  of  Health,  the  treatment  oontro  for  this 
area  being  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Almshouse  Lane,  Wakefield# 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION.

The  Urban  District  Council  has  provided  and  maintain 
a well  equipped  Mortuary  and  Fast -mortem  room,  upon  their  promises 
at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  by  arrangement  allow  the  use  of 
the  Mortuary  to  the  adjoining  districts  in  the  Rural  Area,  for 
post-mortem  examinations,  etc. 

Water  Supply. 


The  Eorbury  Urban  District  is  well  served  with  an 
excellent  supply  of  good  drinking  water,  which  is  obtained  frcm 
Dewsbury,  Batley  and  Wakefield  Corporations.  A constant  supply  is 
laid  on  to  all  houses  and  premises  in  the  district.  The  supply 
from  all  sources  is  quite  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity, 
and  is  controlled  by  bacterioiogial  examination  and  chemical 
analysis  monthly,  the  results  of  which  have  been  satisfactory.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

4 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  added  to 
the  Register  durj  ng  1943 . 

The  total  deaths  from  Tubercular  Diseases  during  1943 
was  2,  which  is  1.92  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  registered  from  all 
causes,  and  a Tubercular  Death-rate  of  .27  per  1000  of  the  population.

To  the  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS 
of  the  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT  upon  the  work  carried  out  under  my 
supervision  by  your  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  1943. 

This  Report  would,  under  normal  conditions,  have  marked 
the  close  of  my  official  career,  being  due  to  retire  at  the  end  of 
1943, 


The  difficult  and  changod  conditions  brought  about 
by  the  War  has  greatly  retarded  the  valuable  work  carried  out  by 
the  department  in  normal  times,  attributable  largoly  to  the  increased 
duties  placed  upon  local  authorities  and  their  officials  and  the 
shortage  of  man-power. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties  all  essential  work 
relating  to  conditions  and  other  influences  likoly  to  bo  dangerous 
or  projudical  to  the  publio  health  and  the  comfort  and  well  boing 
of  the  residents  of  the  district  has  boon  carried  out,  including 
the  rigid  inspection  and  strict  supervision  of  food  supplies 
caning  into  the  distriot,  milk  production  and  distribution,  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  etc.,  and  tho  gonoral  inspection 
of  tho  district. 

SUMMARY  OF  INSPECTORIAL  WORK. 

During  the  yoar,  1217  visits  and  inspections  have 
boon  made  to  various  premisos  for  tho  investigation  of  complaints, 
tho  suppression  of  nuisanoos  and  defects,  and  tho  inspection  of 
works  in  progross  nooossary  for  remedying  of  tho  same. 

Further  a largo  amount  of  my  time  has  boon  dovpted 
to  other  additional  administrative  work,  in  connootion  with  A.R.P# 
Decontamination  Service,  Food  Treatment  Service,  and  tho  Salvago  of 
Waste  Materials  needed  for  tho  National  Effort# 

741  Letters  and  other  communications  havo  been  sent 
out  by  tho  doparl-ment  during  1943,  while  12  Informal  Notioes  wero 
served  upon  ownors  and  occupiers  of  premis.s  calling  for  tho 
abatement  of  nuisances  and  defects,  otc.,  while  in  numerous  other 
cases  nuisancos  and  defects  wero  romodied  by  my  calling  upon  owners 
and  occupiers  personally  and  bringing  tho  defects  to  thoir  notice.

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

Practioally  cli  sanitary  conveniences  in  connection 
with  the  residential  and  business  premises  in  the  district  are  on  the 
water  oarriage  system,  with  the  exception  of  a small  number  of  16 
privies  and  16  pail  olosets,  unconvertible  at  the  present  time  by  the 
fact  that  they  are  situated  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  distriot  where 
a sufficient  sewer  is  not  availablo. 

The  total  number  of  water  olosets  in  use  in  the  distriot 
is  approximately  2,370. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
is  oarried  out  by  diroct  labour  of  the  Sanitary  Department  with  the 
Council's  own  motor  vehicles  under  ray  direction  and  supervision. 

In  addition  to  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuso, 
the  vehicles  and  staff  of  the  department  have  carried  out  the  oolleotion 
of  Kitchen  Waste  from  100  communal  bins  in  the  district, ' together  with 
the  salvaging  of  waste  materials  - paper,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  sorap 
metals,  rags,  bones,  rubbor  etc.,  and  havo  further  been  ongaged  for 
200  hours  during  tho  yoar  on  haulage  work  for  other  departments  of  the 
Council,  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  cleansing  work,  and 
thus  bringing  about  a saving  in  hired  team  labour* 

The  approximate  number  of  roceptaoles  for  which  the 
department  is  responsible  for  cleansing  is  2030  dust  bins,  17  dry 
ashos  plaoes,  16  privies,  16  pail  closets  and  8 cesspools* 

All  the  Township's  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Addingford,  with  the  exooption  of  tho  small 
quantity  from  pail  closots,  otc.,  which  is  deposited  upon  farm  lands 
for  manurial  purposes.  No  complaints  havo  boon  rooeivod  of  any 
nuisance  oausod  from  this  method  of  disposal,  which  has  proved  not 
only  satisfactory  but  economical.  It  is  essential  howovor  that 
strict  supervision  should  bo  maintained  in  this  form  of  disposal* 

Tho  net  costs  incurred  in  tho  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse  in  tho  distriot  for  tho  financial  yoar  ending  31st  Maroh, 

1944,  was  £1,775,  which  includos  Wagos,  Tools,  Petrol,  Oil, 
Disinfectants,  etc.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  ON  HOUSING  CONDITIONS^ 

Despite  prolonged  war  conditions  tho  goneral  standard 
of  housing  in  the  district  is  remarkably  good,  and  although  a fair 
amount  of  labour  has  been  directed  horo  for  war  work,  in  addition 
to  numerous  evaouees,  cases  of  overcrowding  are  relatively  small. 

The  Urban  District  Council  are  tho  owners  of  somo  462 
houses  on  their  various  sites  at  Northfield  Lane,  Gorvaso  Road,  Sunroyd 
Hill  and  The  Shutt. 

Shortage  of  labour,  materials,  etc.,  together  with 
wartime  restrictions  has  greatly  hampered  work  in  connection  with 
inspection  and  reconditioning  of  dwellings  under  tho  Housing  Aot  and 
tho  inspection  of  District  Regulation,  while  tho  erection  of  now 
buildings  is  ontirely  suspended. 


FACTORIES. 

39  Mechanical  Fnctories  and  29  Non-mo ohani cal  Factories 
are  on  the  Register  in  tho  district,  including  7 bakehousos,  which  have 
all  been  regularly  visited  during  tho  year  and  on  tho  whole  were  found 
to  be  maintained  in  a cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition,  including 
sanitary  arrangements. 

Great  inprovements  have  been  brought  about  in  many  of 
the  factories  by  tho  provision  of  canteons,  light  and  roomy  dining 
rooms  and  equipment  for  tho  preparation,  cooking  and  serving  of  moal#* 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSES . 

6 privato  slaughter -houses  are  on  the  Register  in 
the  district,  viz.  4 Liconsod,  1 Regi6terod,  and  1 Licensed  for  a 
limited  period* 


With  tho  operation  of  Government  Control  of  Meat 
supplies,  all  the  privato  slaughter-houses  in  our  distriot  aro  now 
out  of  use,  tho  centralised  slaughter  of  all  live  stock  intended  for 
human  consumption  for  this  aroa  is  now  carried  out  at  tho  Wakefield 
City  Abattoir,  from  which  centro  the  meat  supplies  aro  allocated  to 
all  the  surrounding  districts  in  tho  Wakofiold  area. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Dospito  the  shortage  of  staff  and  additional  wartimo 
duties,  every  attention  has  boon  given  during  the  year  to  this 
neoessary  and  important  branch  of  Public  Health  work,  muoh  tin© 
having  boon  dovoted  to  tho  inspection  and  examination  of  tho  moat 
allocations  brought  into  tho  district,  and  to  all  other  foods, 
both  at  the  allocation  centro,  the  retail  food  shops,  food  stores  and 
food  preparing  premises.  In  all  tho  premises  tho  sanitary  conditions 
and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  in  the  preparation,  handling, 
storage  and  distribution  was  found  to  bo  satisfactory. 

In  no  case  was  it  found  nooossary  to  make  any  seizures 
but  tho  following  foods  wore,  upon  examination,  found  to  bo  unsound 
and  unwholesome  and  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  on  the  conditions 
boing  brought  to  tho  notice  of  tho  owners,  surrendered  to  mo  and 
destroyed  or  disposed  of  for  commercial  purposes  or  animal  feeding.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  ETC. 

Practioally  all  tho  milk  supply  for  tho  distriot  is 
producod  locally,  either  in  the  Urban  District  or  in  tho  adjoining 
Rural  Aroa,  none  whatovor  coming  in  by  rail. 

In  spito  of  transport  and  labour  diff icultios, 
no  shortage  in  supplies  has  yet  boon  experienced,  tho  supply  boing 
plentiful  and  of  good  quality.

Informal  samples  have  from  timo  to  tlmo  been  taken 
during  tho  year  from  Rotail  Purveyors  during  delivery  and  tested  for 
dirt  oontont  with  good  results* 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

26  promisos  in  the  Urban  District  aro  licensod  oithor 
for  tho  sale  and  storage,  or  storage  only  of  Petroloum  Spirit  or 
Petroleum  Mixtures,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  tho  Petroloum 
Consolidation  Act,  1928,,  viz.,  24  for  tho  sale  and  storage  of  Potroloum 
Spirit  and  2 for  tho  storage  of  Potroloum  Mixtures. 

22  of  tho  licensed  promisos  store  tho  spirit  in 
underground  stool  tanks  fitted  with  standard  pumps,  while  on  the 
remaining  promises  tho  spirit  or  mixtures  aro  kopt  in  steel  drums  or 
iron  oans  stored  in  spocially  constructed  firo-proof  above  ground 
stores • 


All  tho  licensed  promisos  havo  boon  visited  and 
inspected  during  tho  yoar  and  no  contravention  of  the  regulations  or 
conditions  specified  on  tho  licenses  have  boon  obsorvod. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES. 

Tho  disinfection  of  all  promisos  where  oasos  of 
Infectious  Diseaso  aro  notified,  is  carriod  out  immediately  after 
removal  of  tho  pationt  to  hospital,  or  if  nursed  and  isolated  in  tho 
home,  after  recovery  of  tho  pationt,  tho  mothod  used  boing  Formaldohydo 
vapour  and  spraying, 

Promisos  aro  also  disinfected  aftor  other  diseases  and 
oausos  upon  a written  roquost  boing  made. 

Arrangements  aro  also  mado,  upon  written  application 
being  received  from  ownors  and  occupiers,  for  the  disinfestation  of 
verminous  premises  with  Hydrogen-Cyanide  O&s,  subjoot  to  suoh  ownors 
or  occupiers  undertaking  to  boar  tho  costs  of  carrying  out  tho  work.

Whore  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  notified  tho 
dwellings  of  tho  pationts  aro  inspoctod,  tho  sanitary  conditions 
ascertained,  dofects  and  nuisanoes  (if  any)  noted,  and  stops  taken  to 
have  tho  same  remedied.
